I  don’t  know  how  many  of  you  peo¬ 
ple  like  fruit  that  is  tart,  but  I  have 
yet  to  see  a  dish  of  plum  butter  or 
plum  preserves  go  begging  on  any¬ 
body’s  table.

How  to  Plant 

We  call  these  hardy  varieties  because  they  are  perennials,  but 
they  will  not  stand  freezing.  In  a  pool,  plant  them  in  a  pail,  using 
very  rich  soil — use  one-third  bone  meal  and  two-thirds  black  dirt, 
thoroughly  mixed  together.  Place  the  tuber  in  the  soil  until  only 
the  crown  from  which  the  leaf  starts,  shows.  Put  sand  or  gravel 
over  top  of  dirt  and  then  sink  your  pail  in  the  pool.  Water  to  a 
depth  -of  about  eight  inches  should  cover  the  crown. 

Keeping  Over  Winter 

In  winter  store  the  pans  in  the  cool  basement  away  from  the  heat, 
but  do  not  allow  them  to  freeze.  Keep  them  wet  down  about  every 
month  so  the  roots  will  not  dry  out.  Water  lilies  which  are  planted 
in  pails  should  have  the  soil  about  the  roots  renewed  each  year. 
Two  water  lilies,  two  water  hyacinths  and  two  water  poppies  are 
the  right  amount  for  the  small  to  medium  sized  pool.

The  following  method  of  laying  out  a  grove  is  the  one  best  suited 
where  a  large  number  of  seedlings  are  to  be  planted. 

First,  mark  out  your  rows  the  desired  distance  apart,  not  less  than 
8  feet.  Then  with  the  plow,  run  a  furrow  as  deep  as  possible  throwing 
the  dirt  both  ways.  Next  lay  the  seedlings  in  the  trench  with  the  tops 
resting  on  one  side.  Then  with  one  horse  run  the  plow  along  the  oppo¬ 
site  side  to  throw  the  dirt  back  on  the  roots.  Next  straighten  the  trees 
and  tramp  the  dirt  firmly  around  the  roots.  Willows  which  are  often 
used  as  a  snow  hedge,  should  not  be  set  more  Than  3  feet  apart  in  the 
row.  Ash,  Elm,  Box  Elder,  and  Maple  are  best  set  at  least  8  feet.

They  like  good  soil,  but 
do  not  use  fresh  manure. 
Set  crowns  about  two 
inches  under  surface  of 
soil  and  about  three  feet 
apart.  A  light  mulch  of 
straw  or  leaves  after  the 
ground  is  frozen  prevents 
alternate  freezing  and 
thawing.

MV  START  IIM 
THE  SEED 


O  many  friends  have 
asked  me  how  I  got 
started  in  the  seed  busi¬ 
ness,  I  am  going  to  tell  you 
the  whole  story. 

Back  in  the  eighties  my 
father  and  mother  left  a  good 
comfortable  home  in  Pennsylvania  to  brave  the  hardships  of  pioneer¬ 
ing.  They  set  out  for  the  west  with  everything  they  had.  Beyond  the 
railroad,  travel  was  by  horse  and  wagon,  rough  and  slow  going  over 
country  where  roads  were  almost  unknown  and  homes  weie  few  and 
far  between.  Finally  the  long  hard  haul  ended  in  western  Nebraska 
where  my  father  and  mother  became  pioneer  settlers  in  a  district  now 
known  as  Hayes  County. 

Some  of  you  old  timers  who  are  reading  this  will  know  without  my 
telling  what  hardships  were  borne  by  those  early  settlers  in  Hayes 
County  and  thereabouts.  It  was  a  real  struggle  to  make  things  go  and 


I  traveled  by  horseback 
through  the  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains  of  Kentucky, 
Virginia,  Tennessee  and 
North  Carolina,  selling 
seeds  to  farmers.

My  first  permanent  job  in  commercial  lines  was  sell¬ 
ing  seeds  in  the  states  of  Iowa,  Michigan  and  through 
the  South.  I  traveled  by  horseback  through  the  Blue 
Ridge  Mountains  of  Kentucky,  Virginia,  Tennessee  and 
North  Carolina.  I  wasn’t  very  old  then  but  I  learned  a 
lot  from  the  people  I  called  on.  How  different  this  was 
from  the  way  my  son  Edward  sold  his  first  seeds  last 
year  over  the  radio.  In  just  a  few  minutes  he  told 
thousands  about  MAT’S  good  seeds  and  brought  in  the 
the  orders,  too. 


establish  a  farm  and  home. 

The  land  we  settled  on  was  open  prairie.  I  remember  there  were  rat¬ 
tlers  and  grasshoppers  aplenty.  A  great  many  of  the  settlers’  houses 
were  sod.  Ours  was  a  frame  house  'toth  a  sod  chicken  house.  We  had 
nearly  two  hundred  acres  of  ground  and  then  got  another  piece  by  plant¬ 
ing  a  timber  claim  on  it.  The  soil  was  good  but  the  hot  dry  winds  kept 
us  from  getting  good  crops.  We  raised  a  limited  amount  of  grain, 
mostly  feed  for  the  cattle  during  the  winter,  such  as  cane  and  millet. 
Along'  the  streams  and  rivers,  alfalfa  was  a  big  crop. 

My  main  job  as  a  boy  was  to  herd  our  cattle.  Our  herd  usually  ranged 
from  250  to  500  head.  That  was  not  an  exceptionally  large  herd  com¬ 
pared  to  the  ranches  where  they  have  thousands  and  thousands,  but  I 
did  practically  all  of  the  taking  care  of  cattle  on  the  range,  and  you 
can  readily  see  it  gave  a  fellow  plenty  to  do.  From  early  spring  until 
late  November  I  spent  all  of  my  time  on  a  horse.  The  few  settlers  who 
were  out  there  had  no  fences  around  their  places  and  they  would  put 
out  little  patches  of  corn,  and  the  cattle  had  to  be  kept  away  from  it. 
There  were  many  deep  canyons  in  the  cattle  country  and  it  was  nothing 
uncommon  to  find  the  herd  popping  out  of  a  canyon  in  to  a  man’s  corn¬ 
field.  And  I  had  to  be  on  the  job.  The  hours  were  long,  from  early 
sunrise  until  dark. 

The  first  money  I  ever  earned  was  when  my  father  gave  me  a  pig — 
a  very  small  one,  in  fact  it  was  a  runt.  I  was  milking  the  cows  so  I  saw 
to  it  that  the  pig  got  plenty  of  milk.  I  traded  the  pig  for  three  turkeys, 
then  I  traded  the  turkeys,  or  part  of  them,  for  chicks.  I  bought  an 
incubator  and  shipped  dressed  chickens  to  Commission  Firms  for  a 
couple  of  years.  I  picked  up  $80.00  the  first  year  after  I  got  started,  and 
$150.00  the  second  year. 

When  I  was  18  years  old  I  taught  country  school  in  western  Hayes 
County,  near  Wauneta,  Nebraska.  I  roomed  at  a  man’s  house  by  the 
name  of  Adolph  Grimm,  who  was  quite  an  alfalfa  grower  in  that  ter¬ 
ritory.  There  I  observed  for  the  first  time  the  value  of  alfalfa  to  live¬ 
stock  and  poultry.  It  was  then  that  I  began  to  take  an  active  interest  in 
seeds  and  the  seed  business.  Looking  back  now  over  those  early  days, 
1  realize  the  truth  of  the  saying — “Settlers  and  Seed  are  Civilization’s 
Forerunners.”  After  all,  no  farming  district  can  exist  without  good 


By  working  hard  I  was  able  to  see  fifty  people  in  a 
day,  while  Edward,  thanks  to  the  radio,  talked  with 
thousands.  But  I  have  never  regretted  that  early  ex¬ 
perience,  for  it  was  then  that  I  learned  that  to  be  a 
success  selling  seeds,  you  must  have  good  seeds  priced 
right  and  you  must  help  the  people  who  buy  them  by 
giving  them  a  lot  of  good,  practical  information  along 
with  the  order. 

During  those  four  years  I  learned  a  lot  calling  on 
these  people.  I  got  a  good  understanding  of  the  planters 
by  personally  working  with  them.  During  this  experi¬ 
ence  of  seed  selling  I  was  also  in  touch  with  the  seed 
growing  territories  and  spent  more  or  less  time  observ¬ 
ing  the  different  varieties  on  trial  grounds.  I  learned 
that  the  soil  conditions  for  the  proper  development  of 
seeds,  trees  and  shrubs  were  very  important. 

In  locating  here  in  Iowa,  which  for  half  a  century 
has  had  a  reputation  for  growing  hardy,  thrifty  shrubs 
and  trees  of  all  kinds,  I  selected  a  location  where  I  can 
best  serve  you  people. 

Our  seed  and  nursery  business  has  grown  from  a  very 
small  beginning  with  a  small  office  in  a  corn  crib  to  the 
present  nationally  known  business.  Now  I  ship  into 
every  state  in  the  Union  and  even  to  foreign  countries. 

As  time  went  on,  new  developments  aided  our  business 
in  ways  not  dreamed  of  when  I  first  rode  horseback  sell¬ 
ing  seed  from  house  to  house.  Radio  enables  me  to  talk 
to  millions  of  people  and  now  I  am  glad  I  had  a  thor¬ 
ough  training  in  the  seed  and  nursery  work  from  the 
ground  up,  and  a  contact  with  all  you  who  are  using  this 
stock,  for  it  enables  me  to  give  you  lots  of  help  which 
otherwise  I  wouldn’t  be  able  to  do.

Then 
lay  the  roots  in  about  8  inches  apart,  taking  care 
to  spread  well,  having  the  crown  in  an  upright 
position.  Cover  to  within  4  inches  of  the  top  of 
the  trench  and  as  the  plants  grow,  gradually  fill 
the  trench  to  the  surface.  Rows  18  inches  apart.

One  pound  will  plant  100  feet  of  drill;  90  lbs.  of  seed  per  acre. 

We  offer  Beans  and  Peas  by  the  half  pound  and  pound  in¬ 
stead  of  by  the  pint  and  quart.  15  lbs.  equal  one  peck;  00  lbs. 
equal  one  bushel;  Yz  lb.  equals  about  Yz  pint;  1  lb.  equals  about 
1  pint;  2  lbs.  equal  about  1  quart. 

Culture:  Plant  as  soon  as  danger  of  frost  is  over;  placing  the 
seed  2  to  3  inches  apart  and  about  2Vz  inches  deep.  The  rows 
should  be  2  feet  apart.  Keep  the  Pods  from  touching  the 
ground.  Most  Beans  should  be  picked  when  about  4  inches  long. 
Frequent  pickings  insure  a  more  prolonged  bearing  season. 
Avoid  jerking  the  plant,  as  this  frequently  disturbs  young  feed¬ 
ing  roots.  Do  not  pick  when  bushes  are  wet.  In  green  podded 
sorts.

Easy  to  Make — Sow  This 
Spring 

JUST  get  the  seed  on  the  ground,  before  or  during  the  spring  rains, 
and  you  will  have  a  beautiful  green  lawn  the  year  around.  Finely 
rake  the  top  soil,  sow  the  seed  and  water  until  the  rains  come. 
Feed  your  lawn  with  seed  and  fertilizer  every  year  and  it  will  always 
be  beautiful.  The  preparation  of  a  lawn  is  just  the  use  of  good  com¬ 
mon  sense. 

TIME  OF  SEEDING- :  Spring  is  a  good  time  to  seed  and  so  is  fall. 
In  this  territory  lawns  are  usually  seeded  in  March  or  April  or  in 
September  a»nd  October.  Farther  south,  seeding  can  be  done  also  in 
January  and  February.  Any  time  is  good  when  seeding  before  a  rain 
or  when  plenty  of  moisture  is  in  the  ground  and  always  gives  excel¬ 
lent  results. 

PREPARATION  OF  TOP-SOIL:  Fertilize  at  the  same  time  seed  is 
sown.  Prepare  the  top  soil  by  finely  pulverizing  it  with  a  rake  so  the 
seed  when  raked  in  will  be  lightly  covered.  On  new  lawns  the  ground 
should  be  finely  pulverized  oar  top  and  the  top  thoroughly  rolled  to  a 
uniform  grade. 

Lawns  both  new  and  old  need  fertilizer  regularly  and  good  heavy 
seed.  I  find  the  best  lawn  fertilizer  is  a  mixture  of  bone  meal  and 
steamed  pulverized  sheep  manure  mixed  half  and  half  then  spread  on 
at  the  rate  of  100  pounds  per  two  thousand  square  feet.  The  bone 
meal  decomposes  rapidly  and  provides  quick  results  while  the  sheep 
manure  acts  more  slowly.  Many  lawns  in  the  Central  West  have  been 
fertilized  and  built  up  by  this  method.  Better  and  cheaper  than  any 
prepared  commercial  fertilizer  that  I  know  of. 

AMOUNT  TO  USE:  Use  seed  freely.  Sow  on  a  still  day  so  distribu¬ 
tion  will  be  uniform.  Seed  either  by  hand  or  with  a  hand  seeder — the 
seeder  gives  more  even  turf.  Use  one  pound  per  200  square  feet  for 
new  seeding  and  one  pound  for  every  400  square  feet  to  thicken  old 
seeding. 

If  a  quicker  lawn  is  desired  use  more  seed.  Good  mixtures  are  always 
best  because  they  contain  both  fast  and  slow  growing  grasses  to  make 
a  quick  turf  as  well  as  a  lasting  one.  The  seed  should  be  rolled  or 
raked  into  the  topsoil  so  it  will  be  covered  about  %  to  %  inch  deep. 
A  firm  topsoil  will  help  hold  and  draw  moisture  to  the  surface  so  the 
seeds  will  grow  quickly. 

In  our  own  Central  West,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Missouri,  Illinois, 
the  following  is  a  sure  go  if  the  seed  bed  is  properly  prepared.  Cana¬ 
dian  blue  grass,  Maypark  mixture,  Kentucky  Blue  Grass  or  a  mixture 
of  grass  seed  and  clover  are  used. 

In  general,  a  good  mixture  is  the  best  to  sow  because  of  its  auick- 
ness  of  growth,  permanency,  and  ease  of  getting  a  perfect  lawn." 

Weeds  in  a  lawn  are  few  and  far  be.tween  if  the  grass  is  clipped  regu¬ 
larly  after  it  gets  2  inches  high,  and  is  well  enriched  with  the  recom¬ 
mended  fertilizer.  Clipping  forces  the  grass  to  stool  out  and  spread. 
Fertilizing  enables  the  grass  to  remain  healthy  and  green  even  during 
hot,  dry  weather.  Plan  a  beautiful  well  kept  lawn  today. 

In  the  southern  states  Bermuda  grass  is  used,  also  Kentucky  Blue 
Grass,  a  mixture  of  blue  grass  and  clover,  also  Maypark  mixture  is 
very  good.

ALFALFA 

USES  OF  ALFALFA.  Alfalfa  is  the  finest  hog 
feed  you  can  grow.  Kansas  Experiment  Station 
says  that  an  acre  of  alfalfa  will  produce  776 
pounds  of  pork  during  a  season.  For  fattening 
beef,  alfalfa  has  no  equal  as  a  roughage.  It  gener¬ 
ally  figures  that  1,000  pounds  of  grain  wall  pro¬ 
duce  100  pounds  of  beef  on  mature  cattle,  with 
the  ordinary  roughages,  such  as  prairie  hay,  com 
fodder  or  millet.  But,  where  good  alfalfa  hay  is 
fed  with  grain,  the  amount  of  grain  can  be  re¬ 
duced  one-half. 

Alfalfa  is  equal  to  bran  for  milk  production. 

It  costs  less  than  bran,  enriches  the  land  and 
keeps  money  at  home.  It  is  the  ideal  feed  for 
dairy  cows. 

65%  of  the  food  value  is  in  the  leaves  and  35% 
in  the  stems.  So  be  sure  and  save  all  the  alfalfa 
leaves. 

As  a  bee  plant,  alfalfa  is  almost  the  equal  of 
sweet  clover,  and  makes  honey  of  excellent 
quality.  Both  green  and  as  hay,  alfalfa  makes 
fine  horse  feed.  For  sheep  and  poultry,  it  can’t 
be  beat.  Chop  your  alfalfa  hay  and  feed  it  to 
your  hens  in  the  winter  and  watch  them  increase 
egg  production. 

RATE  OF  SEEDING.  Alfalfa  should  be  seeded  at 
the  rate  of  15  to  20  pounds  per  acre.  Some  people 
sow  it  20  pounds  per  acre  and  sometimes  get  a 
thicker  stand,  but  I  think  that  15  pounds  is 
sufficient.  A  firm  seed  bed  is  essential.  When 
you  plow  the  ground  just  before  seeding,  the 
lowing  must  be  shallow  and  a  packer,  roller  and 
arrow  used  to  make  it  solid  again.  Good  drain¬ 
age  must  be  had  so  that  the  crowns  of  the  plants 
have  plenty  of  air.  The  alfalfa  plant  is  very 
tender  and  should  not  be  planted  on  blowing  or 
drifting  soil.  Use  only  good  seed. 

WHEN  TO  CUT.  Cutting  alfalfa  when  the  first 
one-tenth  of  the  blooms  have  appeared  has  been 
the  rule  in  many  states  for  years.  In  Wisconsin 
and  Minnesota,  two  crops  a  year  taken  in  the  full 
bloom  stage  will  give  just  as  much  hay  and  less 
work  than  three  cuttings  per  year  in  other  states. 

VARIETIES  YOU  SHOULD  SOW 

GRIMM  ALFALFA.  You’ve  heard  for  years  that 
Grimm  is  the  hardiest  alfalfa  that  can  be  grown.

Medium  Red  Clover  is  a  biennial,  too.  It  does 
best  when  sown  in  the  spring  on  winter  wheat  or 
spring  grain.  Some  people  sow  Red  Clover  on  the 
snow  in  the  spring  without  covering  the  seed.  Most 
farmers,  however,  agree  the  best  way  to  sow  Red 
Clover  in  the  Farm  Belt  is  to  put  it  on  so  the  seed 
can  be  harrowed  into  the  small  grain.

PURPOSES 

KENTUCKY 
BLUE  GRASS. 

You  all  are  fa¬ 
miliar  with 
Kentucky  Blue 
Grass,  and  it  is 
certainly  fa¬ 
mous  as  a  pas- 
ture  crop 
throughout  the 
world.  Blue 
Grass  is  ex¬ 
tremely  hardy, 
comes  through 
our  severest 

,  ,  ,  .  .  ,  winters  without 

killing  and  stands  up  fairly  well  under  an  early 
summer  drouth,  until  July.  Last  year.  Blue 
Grass  carried  right  on  through  the  summer  in 
nice  shape. 

Blue  Grass  also  is  the  foundation  of  every  suc¬ 
cessful  lawn,  and  when  mixing  with  White 
Duteh  Clover  and  two  or  three  other  hardy 
grasses,  gives  the  finest  lawn  I  know  of.  If  you 
wish  a  mixture  on  your  lawn  though,  try  my 
Maypark  Mixture,  which  is  largely  composed  of 
Blue  Grass.

MEADOW  FESCUE.  This  is  a  very  nutritious 
grass  and  also  very  hardy,  especially  resistant  to 
drouth  and  makes  good  hay  and  pasture.  A 
pasture  of  meadow  fescue  will  take  you  through 
a  long,  dry  summer  and  doesn’t  kill  out  in  the 
winter  either.  Another  good  grass  for  low  and 
poor  land,  because  there  it  does  better  than  most 
any  other  kinds  you  can  sow. 

ORCHARD  GRASS.  Orchard  Grass  should  be 
sown  in  shady  places.  It  is  a  cover  crop  for 
orchards  and  can  be  used  for  hay  or  pasture.  It 
is  quite  generally  mixed  with  other  grasses, 
especially  red  clover,  and  this  makes  a  splendid 
combination  for  cutting  or  pasture.

Clover  and  12  pounds  of  Brome  Grass.  Cover 
Brome  Grass  not  more  than  one-half  inch  deep..  I 
have  seed  that’s  free  of  quack  grass  and  all  bad 
weeds.

The  roots  are  soft,  easily  in¬ 
oculated,  decay  rapidly,  go  down  very  deep — just 
like  driving  spikes  into  the  soil.  Adds  more  plant 
food  to  your  land  than  any  other  crop  you  can  grow.

Only  Hulled  and  Scarified  Sweet  Clover  should 
be  sown  after  the  middle  of  February  and  this 
should  be  sown  either  alone,  the  same  as  Red 
Clover,  or  by  itself  on  grain  land  so  it  can  be 
harrowed  to  give  the  seed  some  covering.  Cover 
the  seed  about  one-half  inch  deep.  In  loose  soil 
or  in  dry  weather  it  can  be  covered  an  inch  to  an 
inch  and  a  half 

SOWING  HULLED  AND  SCARIFIED  SEED. 

A  machine  called  a  “scarifier”  removes  the  hull 
and  scratches  the  seed  coat  so  that  it  takes  up 
water  and  germinates  immediately.  Sweet 
Clover  seed  is  just  the  same  size  as  alfalfa,  and 
you  should  plant  15  pounds  per  acre.  I  recom¬ 
mend  thoroughly  scarified  seed  for  best  results. 

GIANT  WHITE  BLOSSOM.  Most  everybody 
plants  the  Giant  White  because  it  gives  the  most 
pasture.  It  grows  up  straight,  erect,  and  is  a 


very  rapid  grower.  Its  large  root  development 
goes  down  into  the  ground  deeper  than  any  other 
legume.

YELLOW  BIENNIAL.  The  same  as  the  White 
Blossom  except  that  it’s  yellow  flowering.  It 
grows  finer  and  more  spreading  than  the  white, 
and  not  so  tall.  It’s  preferred  by  some  for 
pasture  and  hay.  The  seed  on  the  yellow  variety 
matures  10  to  15  days  earlier  than  on  the  white, 
and  in  the  far  north  it  is  preferred  by  many  on 
that  account.  We  recommend  the  Yellow 
Biennial  when  a  hay  crop  is  especially  desired. 
It  is  an  excellent  pasture  plant,  and  is  a  great 
soil  builder. 

GRUNDY  COUNTY  WHITE.  This  is  a  Dwarf 
White,  grows  about  the  same  height  as  the 
Yellow  Biennial,  and  blooms  from  three  to  four 
weeks  ahead  of  the  Giant.  Where  sweet  olover 
has  a  tendency  to  grow  very  large  and  coarse,  we 
recommend  that  you  sow  the  Grundy  County. 
I  furnish  this  only  in  the  hulled  and  scarified  seed. 

UNHULLED  SWEET  CLOVER.  I  have  some 
dandy  unhulled  seed  for  your  sowing  in  January 
and  February.  Sow  the  earlier  the  better;  a 
bushel  per  acre,  right  on  the  snow.  Thirty  pounds 
per  bushel.

It  is  a  perennial  like  alfalfa  and 
lives  over  from  year  to  year  from  one  seeding.  It 
looks  like  White  Dutch  Clover  only  taller,  and 
the  blossoms  have  a  purple  tinge  to  them,  are  a 
little  larger.  Alsike  is  a  very  small  seed,  a  little 
goes  a  long  ways,  and  usually  you  find  it  a  com¬ 
panion  of  timothy,  as  it’s  a  very  desirable  clover 
to  use  in  mixtures.  Plant  6  lbs.  per  acre.

SOY  BEANS 

Soy  Beans  are  one  of  the  most  popular  annual 
legumes  that  is  being  grown  in  the  Corn  Belt.  They 
can  be  used  for  hay,  pasture,  silage,  oil  meal  and 
are  good  to  mix  in  with  your  home  grown  feeds.  It 
is  good  for  hogging  down,  either  by  themselves  or 
planted  with  90-day  corn.  Dairy  cows  like  soy 
beans,  and  it  produces  12  to  13  tons  of  green  fodder 
per  acre.  Soy  beans  will  usually  average  about  25 
bushels  of  beans  per  acre  on  average  yields. 

HOW  TO  PLANT.  Plant  soy  beans  from  com 
planting  time  until  the  fourth  of  July.  Of  course, 
the  earlier  they  are  planted,  the  bigger  the  yield. 
Never  sow  before  the  ground  is  thoroughly  warm. 
Drill  in  rows  8  to  10  inches  apart,  using  a  bushel 
or  a  bushel  and  a  half  per  acre.  When  planting 
with  corn,  use  a  bean  attachment  to  the  planter 
and  use  six  pounds  of  beans  per  acre.  It  can  also 
be  broadcast  at  last  cultivation,  20  to  30  pounds 
of  seed  per  acre  and  covering  shallow. 

WHEN  TO  CUT  FOR  HAY.  Cut  for  hay  when 
the  pods  are  quite  well  developed  but  before  the 
leaves  begin  to  drop.  For  a  seed  crop,  it's  best  to 
wait  until  most  of  the  leaves  have  fallen  and  then 
cut  when  the  dew  is  on.  The  leaves  should  be 
raked  up  in  bunches  and  allowed  to  cure  out,  or 
can  be  cut  with  a  binder,  then  shocked. 

MANCHU  SOY  BEANS.  105  days.  Standard 
bean  throughout  the  Corn  Belt  and  a  heavy  pro¬ 
ducer.  We  like  Manchu  best  because  it  can  be 
planted  in  early  corn  and  makes  abundant 
hay  or  pasture  early,  grows  very  quickly  com¬ 
pared  with  some  of  the  other  crops.  Grows  36 
inches  high  and  is  an  old  reliable  bean — can't  be 
beat  for  hogging  down. 

ILLINI  SOY  BEANS.  115  days.  Here  is  the 
small  seeded  yellow  bean  that  goes  a  little  further 
when  sowing,  because  15  lbs.  to  the  acre  is  suffi¬ 
cient.  Lots  of  folks  like  this  bean  because  it 
makes  good  silage,  grows  fairly  quick,  and  is  very 
popular  for  all  purposes. 

VIRGINIA  SOY  BEANS.  Here  is  the  standard 
brown  soy  bean  for  the  Central  West.  I  believe 
there  are  more  acres  of  Virginiasoy  beans  sown  in 
Missouri  than  any  other  kind  of  bean  unless  it 
would  be  Manchu.  A  very  new  variety  but  a 
mighty  good  one  that  has  been  proven  very  satis¬ 
factory  wherever  it  is  grown.  The  brown  seeded 
kind  that  people  in  Southern  Iowa,  Kansas, 
Missouri  and  other  states  in  this  region  will  find 
probably  the  best  hay  bean  that  can  be  grown. 

BLACK  WILSON.  We  always  have  lots  of  call 
for  a  black  seeded  bean,  so  we  picked  this  one  out 
for  you  because  it  is  one  of  the  earliest  black 
beans  you  can  sow.  Fairly  good  size  and  is  equal 
to  Manchu,  Illini  or  Virginia  for  hay,  for 
pasture,  or  for  hogging  down.  Put  a  bushel  of 
these  Black  Wilsons  alongside  your  Manchus  in 
order  to  make  these  comparisons  yourself. 

Bape — Dwarf  Essex 

Each  year  more  and  more  genuine  Dwarf  Essex 
Rape  is  being  sown,  and  on  good  rich  land,  it  will 
produce  as  high  as  12  tons  of  green  feed.  It  is  a 
wonderful  hog  pasture  and  can  be  pastured  from 
six  to  eight  weeks  after  you  sow  it.  It  only  takes  6 
to  8  pounds  of  seed  per  acre,  and  is  the  most  eco¬ 
nomical  hog  pasture  for  you  to  sow.  I  don’t  believe 
it's  quite  as  good  as  my  regular  Hog  Pasture  Mix¬ 
ture,  but  it's  hard  to  beat.  Helps  keep  down 
weeds,  too.  Sow  it  alone,  either  broadcast  or  drill. 

You  can  sow  it  with  oats  in  the  spring  by  waiting 
until  the  oats  are  up,  then  broadcast  the  rape  and 
harrow  along  drill  rows  to  cover.  Rape  comes  along 
and  makes  a  fast  growth  after  the  oats  are  cut. 
Some  sow  in  corn  at  the  last  cultivation.  It  can 
also  be  sown  with  soy  beans  or  clovers.  The  Iowa 
State  College  at  Ames  recommends  using  four 
pounds  of  rape  to  about  ten  pounds  of  Sudan  Grass 
for  a  balanced  pasture. 

Remember  hogs  like  rape  better  than  any  other 
pasture  except  alfalfa. 

Sudan  Grass 

Here  in  the  Central  West,  Sudan  Grass  is  the 
heaviest  forage  producer  that  can  be  grown.  Sudan 
is  only  a  one  year  crop  but  it  certainly  is  a  heavy 
producer.  Sudan  hay  is  finer  and  better  for  stock 
than  either  millet  or  cane.  It  can  be  planted  late, 
as  late  as  the  middle  of  July,  and  still  make  a  heavy 
cutting  of  hay.  It  stools  out  a  lot,  too,  makes 
tremendous  bunches  of  hay  from  each  seed,  growing 
about  4  to  6  feet  tall.  Seed  after  the  ground  is 
warm,  or  about  corn  planting  time,  never  seed  be¬ 
fore  the  10th  of  May  in  the  territory  of  Shenandoah. 
The  first  crop  is  ready  for  hay  in  60  days  and  should 
be  cut  when  the  heads  are  in  the  milk  stage. 
Second  crop  comes  30  to  40  days  later.  Sudan 
yields  4  to  10  tons  of  hay  per  acre,  of  excellent  feed¬ 
ing  value  for  hogs,  cattle,  milk  cows  and  horses. 

HOW  TO  GROW  SUDAN  GRASS.  Sow  twenty 
to  twenty-five  pounds  per  acre,  covering  about 
one  inch  deep  after  the  ground  warms  up.  Sudan 
can  be  plowed  under,  making  a  lot  of  green 
manure  and  humus.  We  use  it  here  in  our 
nursery  to  help  loosen  up  the  soil.  It  also 
smothers  out  weeds.

FO»»£ll  AND  FORAGE  CROPS 


I've  built  up  quite  a  reputation  on  the  fodder  seed, 
:is  well  as  on  legumes.  For  a  catch  crop,  for  dry  sea¬ 
sons.  for  late  scedings.  fodders  are  hard  to  beat.  They 
always  produce  abundantly  every  year  if  not  sown  too 
early.  Every  one  of  these  varieties  grows  where  there 
is  lots  of  moisture  and  gives  tremendous  yields  on  fertile 
land  having  lots  of  rainfall.  There  is  nothing  finer  for 
plowing  under  to  add  green  manure  to  the  soil  and  for 
making  a  big  crop  of  hay.  and  for  seeding  on  land  to 
help  keep  down  the  weeds. 

EARLY  AMBER  CANE.  This  is  one  of  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  varieties  of  fodder  cane.  Matures  early  and  is  the 
standby  in  Northern  Kansas  and  Southern  Nebraska. 
Sow  50  to  100  pounds  per  acre.  and.  of  course,  the 
more  you  sow  per  acre,  the  finer  quality  hay  you  get. 
ORANGE  CANE.  Is  an  all-purpose  cane.  too.  and  is 
preferred  in  Eastern  Kansas.  Missouri  and  Southern 
Iowa.  Use  these  canes  for  fodder  only. 

KAFFIR  CORN.  This  is  also  a  popular  drouth  resist¬ 
ing  fodder  and  is  used  mostly  for  hay  and  grain  in 
the  drier  sections  of  the  Middle  West.  Makes  fine 
chicken  feed  and  hog  feed,  too.  Kaffir  grows  every 
place  in  the  corn  belt  but  is  used  mostly  in  the  very 
dry  portions,  where  other  crops  are  hard  to  grow  late 
in  the  season.  It's  equally  as  resistant  to  drouth  as 
Brome  Grass. 

MILO  MAIZE.  Somewhat  similar  to  Kaffir  and  is  equally 
drouth  resisting.  It  is  a  little  larger  seed  and  re¬ 
quires  about  20%  less  seed  per  acre.  I  think  you’ll 
find  that  90  pounds  per  acre  is  about  the  right  amount. 
FETERITA.  It  has  a  larger  grain  and  is  three  weeks 
earlier  than  either  Kaffir  or  Milo  Maize,  and  for  that 
reason  is  grown  farther  north  for  a  quick  crop  of  hay. 
Makes  good  pasture  when  it’s  young  and  is  always 
popular  for  a  late  crop. 

GERMAN  MILLET.  This  is  the  finest  millet  for  you  to 
grow.  Is  probably  the  most  popular  forage  crop,  out¬ 
side  of  Sudan  that  you  can  plant.  If  you’re  going  to 
be  short  on  feed,  sow  several  acres.  It  doesn’t  make 
much  difference  on  What  kind  of  soil,  whether  wet  or 
drv.  high  or  low,  it  will  return  you  plenty  of  feed. 
Grows  quickly,  thrives  in  hot  weather  and  is  the  eas¬ 
iest  millet  to  handle  for  hay.  Often  times  called 
Golden  Millet. 

COMMON  MILLET.  There  is  always  a  demand  for  this 
seed,  and  it  is  the  cheapest  millet  for  you  to  sow.

Hybrid  Corn 

The  development  of  hybrid  corn  is  one 
of  the  most  important  developments  of 
higher  yielding  and  better  seeds  for  the 
farm  that  has  happened  in  the  past  25 
years.  From  time  to  time,  corn  has  been 
improved  by  selections  and  testing.  The 
early  pioneers  simply  went  through  their 
small  plot,  chose  the  best  looking  ears 
for  the  next  year's  seed. 

There  have  been  two  other  methods  of 
developing  corn,  and  the.  next  one  was 
the  “ear  to  row  method,”  where  the  best 
ears  were  chosen  for  seed,  and  the  ker¬ 
nels  from  each  ear  were  planted  in  a 
row  by  themselves.  Then,  the  best  pro¬ 
ducing  ea-rs  were  saved  and  the  poor  ones 
thrown  away. 

The  other  method  used,  was  of  mixing 
two  different  strains  of  corn  in  the 
planter  box,  so  that  during  growth  they 
could  cross,  and  fertilize.  This  results 
in  a  distinct  type,  that  usually  is  better. 

The  most  effective  method  of  improv¬ 
ing  now  is  the  “Inbred”  or  “Hybrid 
Method,”  used  by  the  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agri¬ 
culture  in  the  various  state  experiment 
stations.  In  this  selection,  we  get  two 
different  types  of  seed  that  have  proven 
to  be  very  good  varieties,  and  that  have 
the  desirable  characteristics  that  you 
want.  We  cross  these  two  types,  getting 
a  hybrid  plant,  which  is  even  better  than 
the  original  strain.  By  a  lot  of  hard 
work  in  detasseling,  this  controls  the 
cross,  and  assures  you  of  getting  a  high 
yielding  strain  of  Hybrid  Corn.
